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While mainly devoted to collecting mammals, the Rush 
Watkins J^oological Expedition to Siam in 1949 gatlieredt aside from 
other vertebrates and invertel)rates, a series of moJhisks. These, 
though none of them new to science, nevertheless have considerable 
interest, being either rather rare or extending our knowledge of 
their geographical distribution. 

The localities visited are the following: 

Nam Nan on the He Nam, near Pak-Naiii Pho, prov., 
North west Siam; Prank Wonder leg., June 1949. 

Wang Pratart Farm on the Me Ping, Kam Peng Pet prov., 
Northwest Siam; Colin C. Sanborn leg., July, 1949.

UNIONTDAE 

Chamberlaiuia liainesiana ^ 'i’ho young shells of this 

species arc much higher, as compared witli those of adults, as seen 
in a series collected in the Me Ping at Wjiiig Pratart Farm. This 
fact makes it rather probahle that CliambeiTainia paviei (MORLET), 
described as u Unio, from the Me-Num Ping River in tlie Siajnese 
Shan-stutes, is Init the young of C- hainesiana [LEA]. 


Hyriopsis myersiana [LEA]. - ¥vom the same Kx-alily as the 
preceding species, is represented by a series nt* 11 specimens. This 
species lias not often been reported after its descriptioji in 1856, 
from “Siam”. Fischer and Dautzenblrg, in their report on the 
“Mission Pavie ” in 1901, mention it from Bangkok, and from the 
Tonlo Sap Ijake in Cambodia. 

Pilsbryocoiiclia exilis [LEA].-Uepresented in single speci- 
ineius from tlio Me Ping and the Klong Khing Rivers near Wang 
Pratart Farm; one specimen of this common species, furthermore, 
from Kwan Don, Setul prov., SW. Siam. 

Physiiuio (Pliysimio) inornatus [LEA].-Known from Siam, 
Annam and Cambodia, hut rather rare in collections. Re])rosented 
by one specimen from the Me Ping River and by one from the Me 
Nam River at Nam Nan. 

Pliysiinio (Pliysunio) gravidus [LEA].-Seems to be very 
plentiful in the Mo Nam at Nam Nan, where a series of 24 specimens 
of all ages was collected. 

Ensidens (Eiisidens) ingallsianus [lA^^A].-A not uncommon 
species of Siam, Cambodia and Indochina; believed to be represented 
in some slightly atypical young specimens from the Me Nam River 
at Nam Nan, and in some, corroded, stout shells collected in the 
River Me Ping River at Wang Pratart Farm. 

Ensidens (Ensidens) Sagittarius [LEA] .-Originally described 
fr».>m “Siam” without any more exact locality, and kiu^wn, besides, 
from Cochinchina; represented in this collection from the Me Nam 
at Nam Nan. 

Ensidens (Uniandra) arsperulus [SLEA]. - A rare species, 
apparently seldom collected after its original description in 1856; 
found in the Me Ping River at Wang Pratart Farm; from outside 
of Siam this species is still known from Cambodia. 


Trapezoideus pulcher [TAAPAKONE - CANEFRl], ^OrigiiiaU 
ly described as a LamellidenS U'om Houiigdanm, Bumui. This very 
little known species lias been an object of € 0 ]itro%^ersy* T am now 
pretty well convinced that it is a TrapezoideiiS, and I believe T 
i-ecognize it in a series of 14 shells c(dlect(‘tl in the Klong Klnng 
River near Wang Pratart Farm. 

Scabies scobinata [LEA],- A common species fn>m Siam, 
Cambodia, Co chin chin a and porbaps Houtliern Cliina, is represented 
from the Me Ping River at the Wang Pratart Farm, and froin the 
Mo Nam River at Nam Nan, 

ContradenS rusticus [LEA] .^Tliis common species distributed 
over Siam and Cambodia, \y\m ctilleetefl in the Me Ping and tJie 
Klong Klnng Rivers near Wang Pratart Farm, 

ContradenS ascia [HANLEY].- From the Me Ping River at 
Wang Pratart Farm, two specimens were received, llie one typicah 
ventn^se, the other fbd and reminiscei}! o[ the STd>Bpee!es fiseberia- 
miS [MOHLKT] I'rom Cambodia, 

AHlOPHANTmAE 

Hcmiplecta (Heini|ilecta) neptiinus [Pl!']El'’FER].- Tliis 

species is mentioned in the literature as from''Siam'* in general; the 
Chicago Natural History Mnsetim's ctdlection possesses a specimen 
from I he BeHibee-Cedlectitui said to tiave come fi'oin Camtaidia. Tliis 
seems to be the entire information on the geographical distributHUi 
ol: this particular species. It has been collected in some nninbers 
at tlie Wang Pratart Farm; the specimens are quite typical, except 
that coloration is darker* and the pattern, Inmce. more pronounced, 
than in the specimens in onr collection or tliose figured m tlie 
scanty literature of this species, 

Hemiplecta (Hemiplccta) siamensis [PFEIFFER], - Of tins 

species, also, no exact lucLility within ‘*Siam” seems to have l)een 
piihlishetL Our specimens were cm fleeted at the Wang Pratart Farm, 
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FRUTICICOI.IDAE 

Amphidi'omus (Amphidromiis) glaucolarynx [DOHKN].- 
A worn ;ind inirlially lileached shell, wliicli apparently represents a 

minor variety of this species, was found on the Wimg l^ratart Farm; 
this is not %ery far away innn the type locality, l\^tchabnri. 

CYCLOT^HORIOAK 

Cyclo]>horiis (Salpinojophorus) songmaensis [MORLET j.-* 
Only knovva} from Song-Ma in Tonkin, tins sixecies is represented 
hy a typical specimen collected on the Klong Klmig River near 
Wang Pratart Farm; it may represent a somewliat smaller race of 
(J. dodra/iS Mabille frtmi Tonkin. 

Cyclopliorus (Salpingophorus) aitrantiacus [ SCITTJMA- 
OHER].- A worn and bleached specimen collected near K wan-Don 
Setiil in Province jnay helong to this species, whose distribution 
ranges from Teriasserim in the north to almrist Lite southern tip of 
the Malay Penii^siila, being restricted, however, lo its western slovje. 

Cyclophonis (Glossostjlus) jourdyi [MOliLET].-^ Known 
thus far only frojn Tonkin, tills species is re]n'esented by twn lots, 
which are ty]>ica! Init foi- the coloration, which is deeper than in tlie 
Tonkinese foinn; tliey come from Nam Nani and from tlie Wang 
Pratart Farm.

Pila (Pila) gracilis [LEA].-l!’ roni the Me Ping River at the 
Wang Pratart Farm, and from near Kwan-Don, Setnl prov,
